Morris Shot to Death. 


SLAYER TAKES HIS OWN LIFE 


SAMUEL MORRIS, EX-CLERK, COM- 
MITTED THE DEED.

Before Killing Himself He Had a 
Desperate Struggle With the 
Watchman, Who Is Bad- 
ly Beaten. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 22.—F. H. Morris of 
Ohio, auditor for the war department, was: 
shot at 2:15 this afternoon in his office in 
the Winder building by Samuel McDonald, 
formerly a disbursing clerk in the office. 

Morris was hhot through the heart and 
died almost instantly. | 
, McDonald, who did the shooting, 
shot himself and cut his own throat. 

Before doing so he had a desperate strug- 
gle with the watchman of the building who 
tried to arrest him. 

The watchman was badly beaten about 
the head with the murder’s pistol. 

Samucl McDonald, who did the killing, 
had been the second disburser’s clerk in 
Morris office, but had been reduced. It 
is said that brooding over this led to the 
tragedy. 

Morris had been auditor for the navy de- 
partment, but was transferred to the pres- 


ent post a year ago on account of his good 
record.

CLEVELAND, O., Dec. 22.—The home of 
Frank H. Morris, who was shot and killed 
in Washington this afternoon, was in this 
city. He was formerly engaged in business 
here and had for a long time been recog- 
nized as a prominent and Iheding Repub- 
lican. He was appointed three years ago 
as auditor of the navy, department and sub- 
sequently was transferred to a similar po- 
sition in the war department. Mr. Morris 
was about 50 years of age.

Edward Johnston of Pietersmaritz- 
burg Brutally Assaulted and $258 
Taken From His Pockets. 


Edward Jéhnston, a full-blood Boer, born 
in Pietermaritzburg, was robbed of $258 
by a man and woman in an alley on Thir- 
teenth, between Pine and Chestnut streets, 
Friday night. 

The: police have Goldie Daly, 1307 Chest- 
niit street, under arrest and are search- 
ing for her companion. Johnston has iden- 
tified the woman. 

Johnston arrived in St. Louis from Mount 
Morris, Mich.; three days ago and has 
been stopping at the Princeton Hotel, near 
Uniop Station. 

Friday night he was walking south on 
Thirteenth street. When at the alley, be- 
tween Pine and Chestnut, he was attacked. 
A fascinator was thrown around his head 
to keep him from making an outcry, and he 
was beaten into insensibility. The money, 
$258, was carried in an inside pocket. When 
Johnston recovered consciousness it was 
gone. 

Sergt. Nolte found the Boer suffering from 
numerous contusions of the head and took 
him to the dispensary. 

Johnston has been in America 15 years, 
going to Michigan upon his arrival. He 
had intended going to California, but now 
says he believes he will try to get back to 
Pietermaritzburg and fight with the Boers.

PUBLICITY IS BENEFICIAL. 

A correspondent who signs himself ‘Parent’’ writes that it 
fa reckless and foolish to publish cases of kidnapping such as 
that from which Mr. Cudahy suffered, because it may encour- 
age other persons to emulate the successful criminals. 

In Asia Minor, where abduction and kidnapping go on al} 
the time, there is no publicity.

The program of municipal improvement undertaken by the 
Commission of Public Welfare is not too liberal. 

Efforts at reform have been ineffectuad in the past, largely 
because the city is in a constitutional straitjacket which 
prevents freedom of action along the lines of progress. 

It is acknowledged on all sides that both the'state constitu- 


ment, when adopted and for many years subsequently, have 
been outgrown and now hinder instead of promoting the 
common good. 

The committee recommends a new constitution which shall 
enable the city to increase the bonded debt, the increase be- 
ing absolutély necessary to meet pressing emergencies and 
put the city in the way of undertaking public works required 
by modern conditions. 

This is wise and necessary, but it must not 
that the causes of municipal destitution are to be found not 
only in the antiquated constitution and charter. Provision 


be forgotten 


must be made for an efficient administratiop of government, 
economy in all the departments, and an honest expenditure of 
public funds. Machine methods must be set aside and a 
mérit system established which shall prevent any revival of 
wasteful and corrupt practices. Moreover the system of tax- 
ation and must be overhauled, especially with 
reference to the taxation of franchises, so that that species 
of property shall no longer escape its share of the municipal 


assessment 


burden. 
The defects of the charter may, in the opinion of the com- 


mittee, be remedied by the proposed amendments. But it 
is a question whether a new charter is not better than patch- 
work. 

In brief. a radical revision of the entire municipal system is 
required, accompanied by assurances of a sound, honest and ef- 
ficient administration. The city must be relgased from the 
constitutional fetters imposed a generation a o and the merit 
system safely established in all the departments, if we are to 
achieve the desired result and make St. Louis a modern city 
of the first. class.
